HOUSING MY ELONGATED COLLECTION by Harry Flower TEC #644 

Wheaton, Illinois 

I have been in numismatics for many years now, collecting coins, 
medals, tokens, paper money, silver bars, checks, etc. During the 
last few years, I have gradually gone into elongated coins and have 
found this branch quite interesting. As my present field is in 
Judaica, I will try to obtain any elongated coin, along with the 
original coin, for my collection if I do not already have it. 

Other than a special series of medals, albums for housing medals 
are not practical. Medals and tokens may vary from a few millimeters 
to a 100 mm. Also, to my knowledge, there isn’t available satisfac¬ 
tory albums for elongated coins. 

In my elongated coin collecting, I obtain a similar coin or to¬ 
ken as the rolled piece, if U.S., same date and mint mark. Reason, 
so that I have a "before and after" example of each piece. 

In my present Judaic Elongated Coin Collection, I will describe 
two pages of U.S. coins and the elongated coins rolled from similar 
pieces. These are the "WAILING WALL" elongated coin, rolled by Mary 
Eggleston of M & M Elongateds. This group includes the "WAILING 
WALL" rolled on a U.S. 1941 Dime, a 1964 Quarter, a 1942 Half Dollar 
a 1963 half dollar, a 1964 half dollar and a 1879 Morgan Dollar. 
These six coins and six elongated coins fill one page. There is an¬ 
other page in this category with a U.S. 1903 Indian Head cent, 1943 
U.S. steel cent, 1964D cent, 1962 U.S. nickel, 1942 U.S. silver nick 
el and a 1963 U.S. Dime. Again, as before, each coin and the elon¬ 
gated coins are the same date and mint mark. 

What album pages do I use? As stated before, I do not know of 
a satisfactory commercial album for my type of collecting. I do 
find as acceptable the pages from Harco’s "Silver Bar Collection" 
containing 12 pockets. These pockets are about 56 mm. by 42 mm for 
the H and 42 mm by 56 mm for the V. Of course the vertical are used 
for the upright elongated coins and the horizontal for the "flat" 
elongated coins. Usually the pockets are too large for both the 
elongated coin and the coins, but this condition is acceptable be¬ 
cause they can accommodate the larger coins as dollars. On the paper 
strip beneath each row of pockets, the collector may place a refer¬ 
ence number and on a page in the front of the album, type a brief 

description for each. . 

A® of now, I have four Harco Binders, each with eight pages, 
housing about 200 elongated coins and along each, an original. The 
originals are mostly U.S. coins, most are cents, but in some cases, 
coins from Israel, Canada, Germany, some tokens, lead and aluminum 
blanks and in one case a silver bar. 

In closing I will state that the Harco vinyl pages are about 
satisfactory for my type of collecting. However after several months 
there is a chemical reaction between U.S. clad dimes and the vinyl 
of the Harco pages. A green mold forms around the edge of the clad 
coins. To avoid this, these coins may be wrapped in cellophane or 
inserted in a acetate envelope. Lets hear from others on how they 


store their elongated coins.

Sally has asked for an article for the TEC NEWS so here goes. 

J °° uld u Write abo ? t our mu ^al love, that is collecting elongated 
cents. However, since the ANA is coming to my home for the 88th con¬ 
vention in July 1979, I thought it best to write an article about 
Hfe necessities during your stay in st. Louis. This article is di¬ 
rected^ to those attending the convention. I am here to serve you all 
as I will be your ANA banquet Chairman, in addition to assisting, 
where I can serve my fellow members. ■ 

I had numerous requests to speak out about where to eat and iust 
where to stay from fellow members. It's been several years, since I 
actually have been in the convention center area. No one living in

except to attend a play at the legitimate theatre or attend a sport- 
ing event at tlie_ Busch Memorial Stadium. Actually, my wife and I 
celebrated our 18th wedding anniversary with a night out. We had 
obtained two tickets to the traveling ice Capades, which were play¬ 
ing at the "Checkerdome”. It is located downtown, but almost at the 
extreme western border of St. Louis. It is situated on route 40. 
directly across the street from FOREST PARK, site of the 1904 Worlds 
Fair. We decided to investigate downtown, because this lies between 
® ast .. side of st * Eouis (which actually is Belleville, Illinois), and 


the "Checkerdome". So we left 
of the,year March 24, 1979. 


home around 5:30 p.m. in the worst day 
- . ^ ; -■- - I* had snowed all day, but not sticking 

on the ground, the wind was blasting at 15 miles an hour. When we 
hit interstate 64, traffic was moving along nicely, but wow, when we 
approached the Interstate 70 and 55 Bridge. There was a massive 
traffic snarl, the pavements were frozen over on the over-passes 
needless to say we were ready to turn around and go home, but it is' 
impossible once you commit yourself to the Bridge. There is no way 
to turn around, only one way out and that is downtown St. Louis. (Of 
course the way down is the cold Missippi River). 

Of course our destination was the POPE'S CAFETERIA, It is lo¬ 
cated between St. Charles arid Washington Avenue on 8th Street. Coh- 
vention center or site of ANA dealers and exhibitors is located t#o 
blocks away. I found out the hard way, the POPE'S CAFETERIA is only 
opened five days a week from 7 a.m. to 6:30 p.m. Well, this is due 
to the fact no one is downtown St. Louis after dark, taxi cabs will 
not even serve the area. On the window of POPE'S was a bulletin 
which read, BREAKFAST SPECIAL 2 eggs, 2 slices of bacon, 2 pieces of 
toast, cup of coffee with real cream, at $1,59. Now this will give 
you an idea of the way downtown workers and natives live and eat. 
Why don't you join them for breakfast in July 1979 while visiting 
the convention. So make it a point to eat there every morning. The 
®? s t important reason, it is located directly across the street from 
the MAYFAIR HOTEL. It is an older hotel with Valet Parking, recent¬ 
ly redecorated. 

I would recommend the MAYFAIR HOTEL due to price and getting 
what you pay for. You will not be short changed there, as compared 
to staying at Stouffers at double the price. So, we got into the car 
and drove to 11th and Locust merely four blocks away and ate at MISS 
HULLING'S CAFETERIA, remember the name. It is my opinion that MISS 
HULLING'S CAFETERIA is the finest place to eat, as natives eat there 
and I have for thirty years.

The meal for two was $11.16. My wife had carrot and raisin sal¬ 
ad, roast pork and gravy, buttered broccoli, cherry pie and iced tea. 
She had to leave some of her cherry pie and even I, with a sweet 
tooth, could not help her out. For myself, I had whipped strawberry 
jello (believe me when I say it melted in my mouth, it was delici¬ 
ous)* baked ham with pineapple sauce, baked potato and butter, hard 
roll and topped it off with a five layer chocolate cake and iced tea. 


What a feast we both had. 

Well we weathered the storm and I went to the self-service Shell 
gasoline station and filled up with unleaded gas. At 76 9/10 per 
gallon, it is cheaper in Missouri than in Illinois. This station is 
at 12th and Martin Luther King Drive, just four blocks up the street 
from the convention center. I would like to take the time to mention 
a relatively new Motel at 12th and Washington, one block south of 
the service station. It is now known as the St. Louisian Inn, nice 
and inexpensive, parking for your car below the motel. For those who 
are driving and want to avoid costly Stouffers and Sheraton, stay 
five blocks away from the Convention Center and park your car free 
at your doorstep. 

Then we plowed thru St. Louis avoiding the Interstate and express 
highways as they had closed them due to the icing on over passes. As 
we arrived at the Checkerdome, only to find a Ilea Market going on 
in the annex.

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TEC MEMBERSHIP ELONGATEDS 1966-1979 by Jack Wilcox TEC #332 

North Brunswick, N. J. 

The first membership elongated coin was issued to charter mem¬ 
bers with the rolls for charter membership closing at the end of 
1967, with a total of 306 members. This coin was rolled by Ralph W. 
Jobe, on 1893 Indian cents to commemorate the first known elongated 
coin from the Columbian Expo. It is a horizontal roll, dotted bor¬ 
der and reads: THE ELONGATED COLLECTORS "TEC" FOUNDED AUG. 20, 1966. 
The members name and number was engraved on the back. A small RWJ at 
right of coin. Note, no owl! 

Missing out on the Charter membership by a few months, note my 
TEC #332, I was fortunate to have a token collector friend give me 
this first issue which is treasured in my collection. 

The 1968 issue designed by Dottie Dow rolled horizontally on 
1967 cents dotted border, reads: MEMBER TEC (owl logo) 1968, small 
DD at right. Reverse has membership number counter-stamped at right 
of Lincoln’s chin. 

The 1969 issue again by Dottie Dow, horizontal roll on 1968D 
cents with dotted border, reads: MEMBER TEC, owl logo-1968, small DD 
at right, 

The 1970 issue designed by Henry W. Blaha vertical roll on 1970D 
cents, plain edge, reads: TEC (on top) (large owl center) MEMBER 
1970 (at bottom). 

The 1971 issue again by Henry W. Blaha similar to his 1970 de¬ 
sign is a vertical roll on 1970D cents, wire border, reads: TEC (at 
top) large owl in center, MEMBER 1971. No doubt a re-engraved die 
from Henry's first design. 

The 1972 issue by Robert Luchtman horizontal roll on 1972D cent 
wire border, reads: T.E.C. MEMBER (owl on right & left) 1972 at the 
bottom. 

The 1973 issue by Lloyd Wagaman, horizontal roll on a Japanese 
coin, plain edge, reads: TEC (owl logo at left) MEMBER 1973 to right 
small LW at bottom center. Listed S0C#10 on Lloyd Wagaman check 
list. 

The 1974 issue by Sally & A1 Kirka horizontal roll on 1974 cents 
special border, reads: I AM A MEMBER OF TEC (owl logo) 1974 THE 
ELONGATED COLLECTORS, small SAK at right. (Border used only by this 
roller). 

The 1975 issue is a horizontal roll on 1974D cents, star border, 
reads: MEMBER T.E.C. (small TEC owl logo at left) THE ELONGATED COL¬ 
LECTORS 1975. No initials, roller unknown to me at this time. 

The 1976 issue again by Sally & A1 Kirka, horizontal roll on 
1975 cents, special border, reads: 10th ANNIVERSARY 1966 TEC (owl 
logo) 1976 MEMBER, the small SAK at right. 

The 1977 issue is by Robert Luchtman, horizontal roll on 1976D 
cents, with wire border, reads: THE ELONGATED COLLECTORS (on top) 

19-(TEC owl logo)-77, MEMBER-(at bottom). 

The 1978 issue is a horizontal roll on 1977D cents scallop bor¬ 
der, reads: TEC (owl logo at left) T.E.C. MEMBER 1978 (at right) 
checkered background. I do not know the roller on this one either. 

The 1979 issue is the third vertical rolled membership coin on 
1978D cents, chain effect border, reads: MEMBER TEC (owl logo) 1979. 
Roller unknown again. (Bob Luchtman rolled all the unknown coins.) 

Checking these thirteen issue you will notice a few are rolled 
on the new minted Lincoln cents corresponding to the membership year. 
In part this is because of the delay involved obtaining new minted 
coins each year by all the generous rollers who present us with our 
free coins when we renew our membership. Thanks to all.

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HENDRIK HUDSON ^ % Irving R. Canter TEC #753 

Brooklyn, N.Y. 

During the early 1900’s an elongated coin was made commemora¬ 
ting the Hudson-Fulton Celebration. On it was pictured the flagship 
of a British sea captain and adventurer, know as Hendrik Hudson. 

He explored North Eastern America and discovered a Bay and a 
Strait, (later named after him). His discovery of the river, also 
named after him, was made when he was trying to find a passage to 
the Far East, around North America. Hudson was not too well known 
to historians except that he made four important voyages, during the 
years of 1607-1611. His first two voyages were made for the English 
Muscovy Co. In 1607 he sailed in the Hopewell, with a crew of ten 
men and a boy. He got as far as Greenland and Spitsbergen, (now 
known as Svalbard), In 1608, he again tried to find a passage to the 
East, but failed. 

Henry Hudson as he is now known, made his most famous voyages 
along the North American coast, in the service of the Dutch East 
India Company, in the year of 1609. He sailed from Amsterdam in his 
ship, "The Half Moon". He proceeded along the North American coast 
until reaching Chesapeake Bay and what is now known as South Caro¬ 
lina, he then turned* North and entered the river (now called The 
Hudson) and sailed up as far as the present city of Albany. In 1610 
on the fourth and final voyage he reached the Hudson Strait and the 
Hudson Bay. He explored the Great Bay to it’s southern end near what 
is now known as James Bay. He and his crew experienced many hard¬ 
ships during the winter. The crew mutinied and put Hudson, his son 
and seven loyal sailors adrift in a small boat. Hudson and his men 
were never heard from again. 

As a matter of fact, many collectors know well of the Commemor¬ 
ative Half Dollar named, the Hudson, New York Sesquicentennial Coin. 
It marked the 150th Anniversary of the founding of Hudson, N.Y. The 
coin shows Hudson’s flag ship, "The Half Moon" on the obverse and 
the seal of the City of Hudson on the reverse. Details of the seal 
reveal Neptune astride the back of a spouting whale holding his tri¬ 
dent and a mermaid blowing into a conch shell. 

I know of no elongated coins representing the Hudson River, its 
a worthwhile project for an ambitious roller, especially those from 
the North Eastern portion of our great America. A coin ■ showing a 
modern ship steaming up the Hudson could easily represent The Hudson 
River Line. This company tours the river on excursions to many ports 
and follows the route taken by HENDRIK HUDSON when he explored and 
found it originally. 

THE TEC OWL by Harold Snyder TEC #98 

Kalamazoo, Mich. 

I wonder how many members of TEC really know the species of the 
owl used on the TEC emblem. 

The owl on the TEG emblem looks to me like the Great Homed Owl. 
This strange looking bird with its eyes straight ahead is often call¬ 
ed the tiger among birds. It is also known as the hushwing as it can 
swoop down on its prey without making a sound. It is aggressive and 
powerful and resembles an over grown screech owl. Its call is a 
deep penetrating hoot, repeated five to seven times. This owl is 
very large and is conspicuously homed. Hence its name. 

Besides feeding on mice it also feeds on large prey such as rab¬ 
bits and poultry and will attack even muskrats and woodchucks. It is 
bold and persistent in its raids on poultry and is a terror to the

poultryman. Raids upon the poultry yard have demonstrated the blood 
thirstiness of the bird and once it acquired a fondness for such a 
prey nothing but death is likely to stop its depredations. 

The Great Horned Owl nests early in the spring often in an old 
nest of a hawk or a crows nest. It is not uncommon to find this owl 
sitting on its eggs when a thick blanket of snow is lying on the 
ground. When huddled up in the nest it has been said to resemble a 
cat. It is a permanent resident and does not migrate for the winter. 

These owls are gradually being thinned out as it is too destruc¬ 
tive for its own good. It is so vicious at times, it will even at¬ 
tack humans if cornered. I have had a lot of experience with these 
owls as I used to be a poultryman myself. I find collecting elong¬ 
ated coins is much easier and fun to do.

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HATS OFF TO THE POSTAL CLERKS by Sally Kirka TEC #16

Although making covers with elongated coins is a fast growing 
hobby, there are still a few problems that must be worked out. Its 
not so much in the making of the covers as it is with the postoffice 
when you try to have your covers cancelled. 

Wow, what a hard time some of the postal clerks give you. They 
are very rude at times, grab your covers to see what they are as if 
they don't know what you are talking about when you ask if you can 
have some covers cancelled? Just by carelessly grabbing the envel¬ 
opes leaves marks over them. Here I carry them over and don't dare 
to get one of them dirty. I asked one clerk to please be careful as 
this costs me money to make and long hours spent making them. In one 
postoffice one postal-clerk was making such a mess with the cancel¬ 
lation I asked for my covers back. I could never sell these covers, 
so had to take my elongated coins out and that was the end of a few 
nice covers and my hard work and not counting the stamp that I lost. 

At other postoffices I had to almost beg to please be careful 
and told them how much the covers were worth to me. So I asked to 
speak to the one in charge, or the postmaster. Thank God for that 
postmaster of that town of Vernon, Conn., as the first thing he said 
is,"be very careful of the covers". He even showed the clerk how to 
neatly cancel these covers. Believe me I could have hugged this man. 

Hot long ago we had a stamp show here in Manchester, Conn, that 
was going to have a special cancellation at the show. I got a few of 
my real special covers and A3, took me over to the stamp show. When 
I got there I first checked the postal-clerk, to see just what kind 
of a job he was doing. From what I saw he was really trying to do a 
very neat job and trying to please everyone. As I was next I sat 
down to try my luck with him. 

When the man saw my Philatelic Numismatic Covers he right away 
told me these are beautiful covers and I have to be very careful of 
them.

. first information about "The Elongated Collectors" that I 
received, was provided by the late A1 Wick. His "Hobbies to Enjoy 
Magazine (no longer published) was a rich source of information all 
a bout hobby activities and it was from here that I learned of T.E C 
and its activities. 

Having been a collector of religious advertising items, memor¬ 
abilia, paper, exonumia etc., for many years I managed to acquire a 
few elongated coins.

With the knowledge that TEC NEWS has provided about the hobby, 
I have become more interested in elongated coins and have specializ¬ 
ed in the area of religion.

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DIES FOR ELONGATED GOINS by Glen Tye TEC #640

Maytoe I can shed some light on how elongated coin dies are made. 
Dies are usually made of tool steel. The dies have to toe machined to 
the proper diameter and thickness in a machine called a lathe. 

In the first method of die making which is chemical milling or 
acid etching. The machined dies must toe hardened before chemical 
milling can take place. The dies are hardened toy putting them in a 
heat treating furnace and heating them up to about 1425 degrees. 
When the dies have reached the temperature it is quenched in oil and 
cooled to room temperature. The die must then toe tempered in a fur¬ 
nace at about 550 degrees to relieve any stresses caused by harden¬ 
ing. Again the die is taken out of the furnace and quenched in water* 
The die is now ready to toe chemical milled. 

The art work must toe done before the etching process can start. 
A drawing of the design must toe made exactly as it is wanted to 
appear on the elongated coin. The completed drawing is then photo¬ 
graphed to get a negative, then a positive is made from the negative 
and now the art work is ready for the die. 

The hardened die must toe cleaned very carefully to remove any 
dirt, grease or oil that may toe on the surface of the die. Now the 
die is coated with a photo sensitive material, now the die is expos¬ 
ed through the positive of the art work using ultra violet light. 
The die is then placed into a developer that will bring out an image 
on the face of the die. 

Now the die is placed in a strong acid and electricity is applied 
to speed up the process of etching away the hardened steel in the 
image area. The amount of etching time is rather critical, to little 
etching would produce a shallow image. On the other hand to much 
etching could eat deeper in the die and blur all the details. If 
the etching process is done right the die is ready to be installed 
in a rolling machine ready to crank out elongated coins. 

The second method of making an elongated die is in a machine 
called a pantagraph. This machine follows a pattern or a drawing and 
reproduces the nattera or drawing in the soft steel die with a small 
rotating cutter*. After the image is cut into the face of the die 
toy the pantagraph the die has to toe hardened. 

Finally the art of hand engraving. There are several rollers 
around that still produce elongated coin dies this way. Hand engrav¬ 
ing is done directly on the soft die which has to toe heat treated 
after the engraving is completed. Hand engraving is done with small 
tools called a graver, it looks like a small screwdriver with a 
large knob for a handle. The tool is usually pushed with the palm of 
the hand and very small amounts of metal are removed from the die 
until the engraving is completed. This process takes many hours to 
do and would toe very expensive to have dies made this way, because 
of the time involved. Most dies are made toy the chemical milling or 
acid etch method because it is cheaper and easier to do, also faster. 
I do not roll coins or make dies, tout have read a lot about elonga¬ 
ted coins in the TEG NEWS and in some other publications. I just 
thought I would pass it on to anyone that might toe interested.

To me the Sheraton is the finest and the food is 
excellent. I ate in the dining room and ihe coffee shop. Prices are 
what you would expect, but you get what you pay for. Lunch would tun 
at least $3. to $4. and breakfast the same. It is a lovely hotel, 
ample parking adjacent, valet parking, circle drive in, right into 
lobby entrance. Stay in Hotel, please do not leave especially in the 
evening hours after dark. 

There is an excellent restaurant only a few blocks away called 
"TONY'S". Dinner for two would be in the neighborhood of $40. to $50. 
depending on the drinks you have. Better have a reservation, as its 
crowded. Oh yes, directly across the street from all of it is a bus 
station and guess what’s in the bus station, a BURGER KING. About 
two blocks from the Sheraton or Convention Center, is a Dept, store, 
known as Stix, Bear and Fuller. They have an excellent dinning room 
serving day and evening meals, when the Dept, store is open, The 
room is the Missouri Room. There is table service in addition to a 
quick line, kindly avoid the quick line. Try sit down table service 
but expect to have plenty of time. The meal you will be served will 
be excellent and moderately priced. After all Stix Bear and Fuller, 
is a department store and wants you to remain in the store all day 
and shop. 

About four blocks away we have the other major department store 
(my favorite). Of course, it is much larger, it is known as Famous 
Barr. Actually, to most of you readers all over the country it is 
the May Department Stores. You will find an excellent restaurant on 
the second floor, try it you may like it, I love it. Also upstairs 
there is a main dinning room. On the second floor you can have an 
excellent lunch, with a Bloody Mary before lunch, or a Budweiser, 
with antique surroundings. 

Directly across the street from Famous Barr, you may need the 
services of a Bank. The First National Bank in St. Louis, approxi¬ 
mately block square is located between Broadway and Locust and Olive 
Street. This is about four blocks from the Convention Center. In 
case you are in need of banking services, this would be your betet 
Bank. You must think I am running commercials, but I am trying to 
supply information I would like to have received in advance to going 
to all previous conventions. 

The main post office is located at 18th and Market, several 
miles from downtown. However, I assume facilities will be available 
at Convention Center for stamps and mailing. Hospitals would be 
approximately six miles away. I name only a few, Barnes, Jewish, St. 
Mary’s, Deaconess, and Missouri Baptist and St. Lukes. 

Oh, I neglected to tell you about a bottle shop, the major one 
in St. Louis is "905 Liquors" (division of Pet Milk, or Now IC Rail¬ 
road). It's located at 9th and Market, remember this is on the same 
street as Convention Center only six blocks away. They have small 
off street parking for customers and full selection. For many years 
I collected the so called Beam Bottles, but have gotten away from 
that sort of foolish collecting in the past eight years. I seldom, 
if ever go to "905We take the easy way out. My wife picks it up 
at the grocery store, not the cheapest I recently found, but most

These 
miniature coins, especially Indian heads, featured Western heroes 
on the reverse, and were very popular but extremely limited in num¬ 
ber. One cent was dyed blue and a Blue Hawaiian coin was created. 
(It should be noted that some of the novelties were produced in con¬ 
junction with Claude Thomas, who himself was a roller until I pur¬ 

chased his machine.) 

Incidentally, the history of the House of Elongateds encompasses 
quite a bit of the world of elongateds. Warren Bunge purchased a 
machine from Robert Luehtman. He converted it to an electric unit. 

I bought Bunge’s machine and dies. Claude Thomas also bought a ma¬ 
chine from Luehtman. It, too, was converted to electric ultimately. 

I purchased Calude’s machine after being in partners with him. 

More than 400 dies, most of them produced by Ron Chatham, were 
in the possession of the House of Elongateds when the company was 
sold. Practically all the artwork was done by myself. 

Some of the greats of our time were further immortalized by the 
obituary coins. I remember Betty Grable (who I had met and thought 
a lot of), Veronica Lake, Joe E. Brown and others who do not immedi¬ 
ately come to mind. 

There were some foul-ups. The Arab-Israeli War saw a variety 
introduced when a reversed die was accidentally created. This was 
later corrected but some coins were rolled with everything written 
backwards! 

We lost the ability to create quality elongateds for about two 
months and the coins were either shallow or rough in appearance. 
Just as suddenly, the problems ended. After extensive experiments, 
we suddenly discovered the proper liquid to make an attractive choc¬ 
olate colored reverse. That’s a story in itself but it can best be 
summed up as one of the major clues to the roller is the reverse.i 
We introduced a novel method of selling elongateds. Newsletters 
with original artwork, reduced to a one to one size, told the story 
of our offerings. Six issues per year became very popular and I hope 
were informative. The Newsletters were not only selling peices but 
we added information and developed more than 1,000 customers on our 
mailing list.

Incidentally, the House of Elongateds also created a number of 
coins with' the youngster in mind. Fairy tales and doll tributes were 
rolled. Store cards, coin club announcements and the Bicentennial 
were also themes. We were the source of most of the series of elon- 
gat eds used by the Numismatic Council of Orange County. Each year 
they used an elongated dime as an admission ticket. The first dimes 
dated 1968 sold for as much as $20 in recent months. Unfortunately, 
that organization used wooden nickels at the annual meeting and the 
prices dropped dramatically for elongateds. 

Before I close, I should mention the book that I have undertaken 
to complete with Dottie Dow’s assistance. Dottie furnished me with 
the original pages of her book and I hope to include a large number 
of unlisteds. To put it mildly, I have encountered delays. Pro¬ 
crastination on my part mixed with frustration because of foils of 
coins which are almost impossible to reproduce. Some foils only 
hint at the image of an unlisted. Others were damaged and a group 

of them were just poorly made. , . . . 

I have approximately 150 unlisteds in my files ready to go but 
feel that this is only a small portion of the coins made prior to 
1966 that should be included. It is a slow process and no one is as 
eager for the book to be completed as I am. I do intend to take a 
lot more action in the near future but I doubt very much if it will 
be ready by the A.N.A. convention time. , 

All I ask for is patience for those who want the book and co¬ 
operation from anyone who has an unlisted made before 1966. That 
will be the cut-off date. So many coins have been made since 1966 
that it would require a 1,000 page encyclopedia to mention the mod¬ 
ern issues. _ '"j, _ , ■ 

My book of 1974-75 had more than 200 pages and only covered a 

few years of the 1970*s. It is nice to know that book has long been 
sold out and individuals have paid as much as $75 for the hard cover 

and $35 for the soft cover. ^ V 

When the current book is completed, all those names who are on 
my list will be contacted to determine if they wish to cancel their 
order. Price for the new book is obviously not available. It will 
be as reasonable as possible and probably be available in a limited 

edition plus a general release. . - _ , 

The memories concerning the House of Elongateds were pleasant 
ones. The contacts with you, the collector, were priceless^and they 
all add up to one obvious solution—that collectors of elongateds 
are the nicest people in the hobby! _ _

Have you given a talk or showed slides of your elongated coins, 
lately? This not only lets others know about the elongated coins, 
but TEC may get a few new members out of this. We have to let others 
know about our elongated coins if we are to keep growing. • 

From what I see and hear of coin clubs around here, all clubs 
seem to have a slack season where the members just stop coming to 
the meetings. Maybe its the weather, or just lack of interest that 
they don’t attend. So here is your chance to take a close up of the 
elongatedcoins that you have and make some slides. Then you will 
have a nice half hour program to booster the attendance at your next 
coin club meeting.

I’ve been collecting them for I 25 
years now and noticed the difference right away. Many times I bought 
a different variety from a dealer who told me it’s only a Lord’s 
Prayer and sold it to me for 250. Even now as new rollers get this 
die its a different variety. 

I just bought myself a special camera, or I should say I bought 
this about a year ago, but never had the chance to use it. This is 
specially made for making slides and close up of coins. I think one 
of our TEG members had something to dp with the makingof thiscem- 
era, but he passed away a few years ago. I know a few of the TEC 
members have this camera. 

When and if I have the time or find the time, I hope to take 
more slides of a lot of the latest elongated coins made by so many 
of the new rollers. As I look the elongated coins over I see so many 
beautiful ideas each roller has made. Remember each person who does 
roll elongated coins have their own ideas that they want on elonga¬ 
ted coins.

umenta] chore. As a jeweler "by profession, I knew very little re¬ 
garding any form of photography other than taking the occassional 
snap-shot. For the first five years into the project, I exempted my¬ 
self with no thoughts as to how the photography would he injected in¬ 
to the work. I was too engrossed in the earlier years, preoccupied 
in the gathering of data, tabulating info, and with endless corres¬ 
pondence to the many rollers of the day. I was not ready to expand 
the work with photos, until during one of my many changes m format 
I had to divert my attention in combining the "mechanicals" with the 
"line-copy" of the manuscript with photographs. Being completely de¬ 
tached from the subject, I had to "pick a few brains" from those who 
were knowledgeable in photography. I had to submit to educating my¬ 
self into the areas of cameras, types of film and other equipment. I 
had to make a solid and profound study and then apply it into prac- 
tice. I was sliacklad in ihe basement of my hoBie for niore “than six 
months in research and experiments. I was determined to produce a 
good elongated photograph. This detoured my work on my book, but 
this was all part of it. There were hundreds of notations, and all 
recorded systematically in volumes of note books. After perfecting 
some fairly good methods, I later learned of newer and better meth¬ 
ods, making the previous work obsolete. However, all was not lost 
as I became better aquainted in the technical terms of the subject. 

With all this, I was ready to undertake the more complex aspects 
of photographing and concentrated on the ideas of preparing the en¬ 
tire manuscript completely "camera ready" for the printer. This idea 
appealed to me more so when I was about to contract the photo work 
to a professional. To do this, I would have to shoot over 200 rolls 
of film to come up with 4000 "continuous prints."

These then would hare to he ganged up into lots of 40 each to 
make up 100 plates for the conversion of those prints into "half¬ 
tone prints*" For me this meant over 400 hours or at least a years 
work. Then to top that, there would he a charge of $25.00 per plate, 
meaning a cost of $2500. I just had to find a better way. 

About four years ago, I was very Ducky to find a beautiful old 
"Speed Graphic" 4x5 "press-camera" at a very reasonable price. I was 
sure that I could find a use for it. As it turned out, the camera 
actually saved the entire project. Recently I outfitted my camera 
room with complete graphic art processing. I spent 10 weeks in prep¬ 
aration to set up the intricate details, and with very little ex¬ 
pense to me. With lots of hard work and the assistance of a couple 
of Kodak representatives (by phone), I was able to clear up some of 
the problems encountered* I am now able to photo six elongateds in 
one film frame and best of all, I am shooting to a direct "half-tone" 
which eliminates all the problems and costs mentioned above. I am 
enclosing a "half-tone" print with this article to be illustrated 
at the beginning of this article. If you look closely, with the aid 
of magnification, you will note the variation of the small dot pat¬ 
tern that makes up the total picture. These small series of dots is 
how the printing press transfers the photo to a printed page. The 
press can nob distinguish between the grays and blacks of a regular 
photo, so the Half-Tone conversion is necessary. 

Along with the article, you will be getting a sample page of the 
catalog section of my book. You will note the format being used. How 
ever, time and space won't permit an explanation of the page in de¬ 
tail. I suggest you save this page and perhaps at a later date I can 
review the page in another article. I do hope the sample book page 
will encourage the long awaited subscribers. Also, with this, I pre¬ 
sent to you evidence That I have not abandoned the work. However, 
since I have had to handle every single detail alone, even the very 
simple ones, it all takes a very long time. All I have remaining to 
say is that I am as anxious for this work to become a reality, as 
you are waiting for its release. There will be plenty of notice be¬ 
fore a release is to be made, so there will be a chance for all of 
you who are interested in a copy. New comers into the hobby can re¬ 
quest a reserve copy by writing to me. Also any of the older col¬ 
lectors who have not written, can still get their names into my file. 

For those of you who have collected for more than ten years, 
you may be very surprised to learn that some of your "modem" elon¬ 
gateds may be very rare and scarce. I suggest that you treat many 
of your specimens with some thought before trading or selling out. 
Some of the "mods" are valued more than many of the older issued 
elongateds. There are many reasons for this and the book will advise 

you of them, and too, mqtny of the older rollers are no longer with 

us. So thanks for waiting, and meanwhile I will stay with it and do 
the best I can towards completion of my book.

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DESIGNING AN ELONGATED

I wonder how many collectors have really given much 
thought, what goes into the making of an elongated coin? 
This article is not concerned so much with the mechani¬ 
cal aspects or the actual rolling as it is with the 
thought and planning that went into the creation of the 
subject and design. 

First of course you must come up with just what your 
subject will be. To commemorate an event, place or per¬ 
son, you must research the subject to be sure you have 
all the correct data. It is real embarrassing to a 
roller to put out a coin and then find you were in error 
on dates, times, places or names. This doesn't happen 
but it has ’ 
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After all data has been gathered you must then decide which part 
of it will be used on your coin. An elongated coin doesn't have 
enough room to go into detail, so you must try to give the most in¬ 
formation possible. Even while using a minimum amount of lettering. 
Too many words or letters cause the lettering to be too small and 

obviously very hard to read. ^ a 

When it has been decided what will be on the elongated coin, you 
must then make a drawing of the actual design* An illustration of 
the subject such as a building, memorial, car, train, boat, tree or 
scene, or what ever your coin is commemorating will work real nice 
as a center piece. Wording can then be placed appropriately around 
the centerpiece, being sure it is in balance. Too much wording on 
any one portion of the coin can throw it all out of balance, as com¬ 
pared with another portion with too little wording. 

Once the above has all been decided you are ready for the en¬ 
graver. Most modem elongated coins are engraved by either a pant-o- 
graph, or a chemical etch method, with your engraver working direct 
from a reversed photo or template from your original drawing. Only a 
few elongated engravers do their work by hand and in this case the 
original drawing is transferred in reverse by free hand to the roll-

I hope this short article will serve as food for thought. The 
elongated coins just don't happen, as much time and thought go into 
the planning for a die of an elongated coin. •. ". .

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BUT YOU HAVE A MACHINE by Sally Kirka TEC #16 

Manchester, Conn. 

How often I'm told this, but you have a machine, so you can roll 
all the coins you want. 

Owning a rolling machine these days will not make you rich. If 
you are one of the lucky ones who makes thousands of dollars, I hope 
you let the I.R.S. know this. Thats not saying that some don't make 
this amount of money. I'm only telling about myself. You can roll 
the best of elongated coins, but people just don't buy. If you have 
a rolling machine, your friends are sure to ask you, why wont you 
give them a free coin. After all it doesn't cost you a cent to roll 
coins, or so they think. 

Before you can roll any elongated coins out a die has to be made. 
Now if you can make your own dies, all well and good and a few dol¬ 
lars saved. If you have a good engraver you pay what is asked, las 
the engraver does one nice job of the dies he makes for you. Believe 
me, my hat is off to those that do make the dies as I've seen some 
beautiful dies made by our own TEC members. To those that are try¬ 
ing to learn engraving I say, keep up the good work as it takes time 
to learn. 

Now you need the pennies to roll out. Have you ever tried get¬ 
ting a few rolls of new pennies and the year you want from your Own 
bank! Ask for a bag of pennies and you have to run out of the bank. 
They somehow aren't very polite about this when they say NOOOO. 

So the next best thing you do is you send away for a bag from 
the ads in Coin World and Numismatic News. You pay the extra plus 
postage, but they don't bite your head off. Again this is all extra 
to the ones who have rolling machines. No one tells you, "oh you 
have a rolling machine, you don't have to pay me the extras". 

When you get the pennies you still need a coloring to use so the 
reverse stands out. This adds up to extra too as you need something 
that will stand out. If you are lucky you can buy it in a local 
store, or you have to send away for it. Then you color each by hand 
or you spray it on. This all adds up to time and money. 

Then you take the time to roll the coins out or flatten them out. 
I prefer to say I roll the pennies out. Then I flatten the curved 
pennies so they lay flat. I also spray my pennies with a clear lac¬ 
quer to hold their shine longer. I found the coins I had sprayed in 
1973 still look as good as new today. I tried out many different 
sprays until I found the one I liked. To dry the coins good, it will 
take a good 24 hours for each side. 

When you take the coins to a coin show and try to sell them, the 
people will admire the coin, but just won't buy. Most will whisper 
to me, "it won't cost you anything to give me a few coins, after all 
YOU HAVE A ROLLING MACHINE". Yes I have a rolling machine, but I 
still have to pay for everything so I can roll these coins out in 
the first place. This is not a cheap hobby, if you think so try buy¬ 
ing a machine of your own and try your luck on being a Millionaire 
over night. I have given more elongated coins out then I ever sold, 
but I really didn't mind giving them to my friends. More than once 
as I answer someones letter I put one of my elongated coins in as a 
little surprise. I've even surprised a few people and made them; a 
special coin for them, because I wanted to. Well maybe a 100 years 
from now someone will be looking for one of my coins to buy.
